South Carolina Youth Convicted Two Months Ago, Motion 
for New T rial Following— Tagg and Massey, Companions 
of Snipes in Tragic Affair, Serving Life Sentence 
in Eastern State Penitentiary 


DOYLESTOWN, July 13.— William C. Snipes, 23, of 
Lancaster, South Carolina, was sentenced by Judge Calvin S. 
Boyer, this morning, to death in the electric chair for the mur­ 
der of Edward Canula, proprietor of the Blue Spruce Inn, I re- 
vose, on the night of February 14th, this year. 
Snipes, who was tried two months ago, was convicted on 
the charge of first degree murder. 
I he jury at that time di­ 
rected that the death penalty be imposed. 
A motion was made for a new trial; and the opinion hand­ 
l'd down by Judge Boyer this morning was the next step in 
the case. 
In the opinion by Judge Boyer it was stated that “ I he 
evidence fully justifies the verdict, both as to guilt and the 
death penalty
